In this catalog are listed all of the plants and bulbs that we advise to be planted in the autumn 
(from late August until mid-November). As each plant has its own cycle of growth, flowering 
season, and resting period, consideration must be given to its correct planting time. As a general 
rule, any perennial or hardy plant or bulb that blooms during the months of April, May and June 
and until mid-June, should be planted in the autumn. (Roses and Delphiniums are among the 
few exceptions.) Naturally, fall planting gives your garden a decided headstart next spring. It is 
also a very wise way to co-operate with Mother Nature. Plants become well established and vigor- 
ous before the winter sets in. In short, fall planting is just good, common garden sense—that’s why 
we have included in these pages only those bulbs and plants which are best planted at that time. 
Spring planting—Roses, Delphiniums, Gladiolus, Dahlias, Cannas, Tuberous Rooted Begonias, 
Phlox, Chrysanthemums and all annuals and vegetables will be listed in our spring catalogs.

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TULIPS 


The easiest way to force Tulips indoors, or in the greenhouse, is to place the 
bulbs in pots or flats in early fall, and use soil of loose structure. After potting 
the bulbs, place them outside or in cold storage at a temperature of around 
50 degrees Fahrenheit. 


Tulips require 8 to 12 weeks to form a satisfactory root system before forcing. 
The bulbs are then ready to be ‘brought indoors. The temperature thereafter 
should vary between 60 and 70 degrees Fahrenheit, depending on the time de- 
sired for flowering. The Tulips listed below are good for forcing from around 
January Ist. Cultural directions will be included with your orders.
